The postponement of the rafes, o.v- 
ing to the condition of the weather, 
gave you r correspondent an oppor­ 
tu nity to attend. The contents of this 
writing will not be “new s” bu t side­ 
lights, which are generally of inter­ 
est. 
Early this morning I started for 
Ihdmont park to witness the achieve­ 
ments of the world’s great bird-men 
Chad already hea rd of the extortions 
practiced a t the park and the first, 
thing I did was to beat the Aero clu b 1 
ou t of $1.7"). 1 was advised by a gen 
tleman who had been there to go to 
a certain place ou tside the grou nds, 1 
where I cou ld get a good comfort 
-1 
able seat on a railroad tie, see e-r- j 
erything for nothing and get a lu nch 
for 15 cents. Having the interest of 
the readers of the Evening Telegraph 
in view, l preferred a seat 
inside 
Going blithely u p to the first gate. I 
asked the price of admission. 
“ Two dollars, sir,” 
Fearing that there wou ld not be 
mu ch of a program and that the u old 
over meeting was only 
a lu re 
to 
tempt the crowds, I began to think 
of the railroad tie and a free show. 
Later I fou nd a gateway where the 
admission was $1. Having heard of 
people paying 75 cents for a sand­ 
wich, my sister pu t me u p a lu u cb, 
eo that by taking a cheap ticket and 
boarding myself, 1 made $1.75 ou t 
of the wealthy Aero clu b. 1 had abou t 
as fine a view of the grou nds as pos­ 
sible and a seat in the grand stand. 
The hangers, as the canvas cover­ 
ed sheds sheltering the machines are 
called, are on the side of the park 
opposite the grand stand, a qu arte r 
of a mile away. Notwithstanding the 
distance, the lou d hu m of the motor 
and the propeller comes across 
the 
field when a machine is brou ght ou t 
from the shed and prepared for 
its 
flight. 


The cou rse is mar * 1 by stations 
painted red a ad wlu te. a t o;vn 
of 
which is a man from the signal corps 
who wigwags the fact shou ld an air­ 
ship fly inside the prescribed coarse. 
My first glimpse ot a flying ma­ 
chine was when Orville W rig h t c a m : 
ou t in a Wright 
Climber’ for a trial 
flight. He mou nted in a spiral to a 
height of 1.000 feet and came down 
in a corkscrew that was tru ly spec­ 
tacu lar. 


The program commenced at 
) 3th 
the first event being a distance con­ 
test for two u ou r*. Moisant passe 1 
the starting line two minu tes after 
the starting gu n was fired. He was 
flying 
in 
the Bierot for which his 
brother had paid $10,000 the day he 
fore, and in which lie won that su m 
by flying arou nd the sta tu e of Lib­ 
erty. One m inu te later came Mars in 
a Cu rtis hiplane. Later fou r or five 
machines were in the air at the sa:rm 
time, bu t some of,them soon dropped 
ou t.

The cou rse is abou t a mile an 1 a 
qu arter. It was interesting to see the 
jockeying, althou gh not fu lly u nder­ 
stood by the ordinary spectator. Moi­ 
sant, the favorite, was flagged from

and penalized three laps for fou ling 
Simon in a Bierot monoplane.

wras broken and sent flying in the air. 
The machine tu rned tu rtle with the 
airman u nderneath. After it was lift­ 
ed off the plu cky Englishman ran to 
his hanger, got another machine and 
was soon in th e air again. 


Rather late in the day Ralph J oh n­ 
stone came ou t in a W rig ht “ Climb­ 
e r ” and began climbing an invisible , 
stairway heavenward in the altitu de ( 
contest.

N etherlands to H lV e Schools of H ouse­ 
w ifery Sfid F arm Labor. 
A ccording to an A m sterdam new s­ 
paper, the gov crû m ent* of the N ether­ 
lands purposes to establish schools In 
different parts of the kingdom to lu 
stru ct farm er* ’ daughters« iu the d u ­ 
ties of housew ifery and as w orkers on 
farm s. 
Such instruction has hitherto 
been given iu the courses 
of various 
Institutions 
throughout 
tho country, 
but never in schools specially devoted 
thereto. 
A t the outset su m m er schools will 
be started, teaching the more essential 
elem ents of the housew ife’s duties. 
L ater the courses of instruction will 
be broadened w ith the natu ral grow th 
of the school*. 
T he design of these 
schools will be to give such practical 
instruction as will com bat the danger 
of inspiring fa rm e rs’ daughter« with 
a mbitio ns outside of farm life. 
Con­ 
sistent 
with this design the schools 
and pupils will be kept in rural sur 
ro undiugs as far as possible. 
T he courses contem plated in these 
schools 
are 
natu re 
study, 
zoology, 
botany, 
cooking, 
w ashing, 
ironing, 
sewing, 
household 
duties 
generally, 
household 
adm inistration, nourishing 
foods, etc. 
It is proposed th a t us in­ 
terest lu the schools increases still 
more com prehensive lines of instruc­ 
tion will be gradually introduced in 
the various provinces of ttie kingdom.

Thereupo n the dairy o wner ga ve o r­ 
ders that befo re milking time the tail 
o f every co w wa s to b<* spra y ed with 
filtered water fro m an ato mizer. 
No w 
when the co ws swing their tails while 
milking D under wa y there is uo like­ 
liho o d o f their switching co nta mina ting 
dust into tho pails. 


Five H undred Stoves to Succeed P re s­ 
ent Sm udge Fire*. 
Sa m Yo ung, who o wns a sixty acre 
o rchard so uth o f Atchiso n, Kan., is 
ma king 500 sheet iro n sto ves which 
will 
be placed in 
his o rchard next 
spring. 
Mr. Yo ung has twice saved 
his o rchard fro m fro st by the use o f 
smudge fires and believes the sto ves 
will be mo re effective. 
They will co st 
him abo ut 40 ceuts ea ch to co nstruct, 
no t co unting Ills o wn labo r, and he 
figures it will ta ke five men to keep 
them go ing. 
Other o rchard men in tha t lo cality 
are being wo n o ver to the theo ry o f 
pro tecting their o rchards fro m fro st. 
Ben Stuart, who so ld $5,000 wo rth o f 
apples hi 19 10, figures he has saved 
several cro ps this wa y , but Yo ung is 
the first man to intro duce sto ves o n a 
large scale.

This took a 
great deni of time and trou b le, and 
Allen, seeing the necessity for friction 
matches, set ab ou t to make them and 
su cceeded.
